Sierra valley is probably the richest, 


and moat productive as well as pictur- 
esque of all the districts tributary to 
Ibis city. It is almost a perfect oval 
in shape, being 16 miles wide and 80 
miles long. Every acre of the 300,000 
embraced within its boundaries is till- 
able, although only one third of it is as 
vet cultivated. The land is almost 
>erfectly level, Eloping gently to the 
west, where u cleavage in the snowy 
range permits the leather river to 
Irain the valley. 


This gorge is one of the wonders of 
he mysterious Sierras. The general 
aspect of the country would lead the 
•isitor to believe tbbt the waters of 
Sierra valley rightfully belonged to the 
astern slope. 
To the west the high 


divide, capped witb perpetual snow, 
eems to offer an impassable barrier to

Yet the 
Jeckwith summit is in reality the sum- 
mit of the Sierras. Water that falls to 
westward of this slight uprise finds its

robbed of a stream that would have 
made hundreds of thousands of acres 
of arid lands productive. 


The bed of this ancient Sierran lake 


was enriched by alluvium from its en- 
circling hills until now the valley is 
possessed of a soil that in some places 
is several hundred feet in depth. 


Water is not indibpensihle to agricul 


ture in this favored locality. Sufficient 
rain falls iu summer to insure one crop 
of hay, aud grain is also grown with 
Buccesa in some parts of the valley 
without irrigation. 
This fact, how- 


ever, does not deter the farmer from 
making use of the many streams that 
flow down from the springs and snow 
bnuks. Irrigation, if more extensively 
and 
scientifically 
practiced, would 


make of Sierra valley ono of the best 
districts in California. 


This means water storaga, which 


could be successfully accomplished 
with comparative ease. There are little 
valleys high in the hills whose outlets 
are narrow gorges. Hundreds of mill- 
ions of gallons of water could be held 
back by dams requiring no great en- 
gineering skill, arid no considerable; 
outlay of money aad labor. During | 
the early mouths oJ spring the valley is 
utmost inundated, wliile wheii most 
needed there is little water in the 
streams. Irrigation is a problem that 
is uot givon (he amount of attention in 
this valley that it deserves, or that it 
will havo in u few years.

the high handed work of the trusti 
upon the people was feared by the 
President who Bent as a sop to th 
Honee a message including a recomen 
dation that $2,000,000 be appropriated 
to be used by him in Porto Rico, which 
message included a $2,000,000 bid to in 
duoe a sacrifice of one of the chief in 
dividual rights of an American. 


The offer had no effect upon Dem- 


ocrats as they were not in Congress to 
legislate away the rights of the indi 
vidual or to sell them to the trusts for 
$2,000,000 or any number of millions 
as they are, in the estimation of Dem- 
ocrats, above and beyond price. The 
political education of the Gazette is

Progress of the Land 


Leasing Bill in 


Congress. 


Special to the JOURNAL. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Senator Bard laid before 


the Senate to-day the memorial adopted by the Pacific Stock- 
men's Association relative to leasing grazing lands, and ob- 
tained the consent of the Senate to have the memorial printed 
in the Congressional Record. The Stockmen's Association 
urged speedy and favorable action upon the law to classify 
lands in the arid and semi-arid regions and the segregation of 
such tracts as are more valuable for grazing than for other 
purposes. 


These tracts they think should be leased for grazing lands 


to actual stock owners and owners of abutting agricultural 
lands, and the mineral lands should be reserved and such other 
rights as equalize benefits and induce agricultural settlement 
where possible and, above all, arrest rapid destruction of the 
sole value of these ranges, which consists in their natural 
grasses and other forage. 


JOURNEYING WESTWARD.

BRITISH OFFICERS 


GET INTO DIFFICULTY 


Special to the JOURNAL. 


LONDON, March 25, i A. M.—The War Office posted 


the following dispatch from I<ord Roberts: 


" Bloomfontein, March 24.—Yesterday Lieutenant-Colonel 


Crabbe, Captain Trotter and Lieutenant Lygon of the Gren- 
adier Guards, and Lieutenant-Colonel Codrington of the Cold- 
stream Guards rode eight or nine miles beyond their camps on 
Modder river without an escort, save one trooper. They were 
fired upon by a party of Boers. Lygon was killed. 
Crabbe, 


Codrington and Trotter were seriously wounded. One of the 
wounded officers held up a white handkerchief and the Boers 
came to their assistance, doing all that was possible for them. 
They conveyed the wounded to the nearest farm house, where 
they were cared for." 


The Boers still maintain a force of 12,000 men in ^ 


They have sixteen heavy guns. 


The bitter feeling against the United States is growing in 


Puerto Rico, and the suffering among the poorer classes is in- 
creasing. 


The militia has been ordered out in Virginia to save a
